Chicago Packing: 
Strike 
House 


AN EMBEZZLING TREASURER. 


Foreign Mission Board— Cantoned

Chicago, October 8 — A great strike of the 
employi-a of the Chicago packing house 
against the proposition to return to ten 
hours as a working day, began thia morn 
ing. A committee of 1500 men, employed 
by the Chicago Packing and Provision Com­ 
pany, waited on Ihe foreman of the works 
thia morning and demanded that the pos'ed 
placards notifying them of a return to ten 
hours as a day's work be taken down. The 
demaud was refused aud a regiment of 
workmen at ouco left the hulldiDg and 
were soon joined by *00 men employed in 
the Silver Horn works. Thus reinforced, 
the large force went iu a body to Arm m r’s 
perkiug house to induce the incu to stop 
work. There is great excitement at the 
yards, but no trouble has yet occurred. 
* The workmen at Armour » aud Ihe Anglo- 
American pncklng bouses refused to go out 
to-day. 
A RIOTING CROWD. 
This afternoon a large body of additional 
workmeH went ou a strike and a riot oc­ 
curred at the works of John Morrell, wheu 
numbers of persons were hurt. The entire 
police force of the town of Lake has gone 
to the scene, and Pinkerton men, armed 
with riilos, are also 'here. The riot was 
caused owing to an attempt of some of the 
Morrell men to return to work. Sight thou­ 
sand men are now on a strike. 
C h ic a g o, October 8 —Oue hundred aud 
fifty-three Plukerion detective* sat down to 
supper at the Transit House with winches­ 
ter repeating rifles between their knees. 
Captain Foley in charge »-ald Hint by to­ 
morrow be would have 500 men in and 
about the yards as aiiemergeney committee 
The meu went to the Town Hall nnd were 
all sworn in as specials. Then they were 
taken hick into the cars. The crowd made 
it so unpleasant that Captalu Foley formed 
his command Into four companies and 
headed for the Transit House. The strikers 
express the idea that the packers have a 
deep ¡aid Hchemo to fill their homes with 
new men willing to work tou hours. It Is 
said that to this end emyloyers have been 
collecting me.i at outside points for months 
The feature of the strike to day was the beef 
men coining out at Armours. This was a 
surprise to the packers, who apparently in­ 
tended to confine the fight to the hog inter­ 
ests. The firm is left with >300 head of 
cattle in their yard to feed. Arm ours 
coopers came out also. They had asked for 
25 cents advance srd it had not been 
granted. It Is estimated that there are now 
2;>,00u men out of work, about one-qusrter 
of whom are strikers. The men all quit 
work with their knives aud other sharp 
edged tools iu their possession. A mass 
meeting of ttrlkers has been culled for Uv 
morrow afternoon, at which it is feared 
trouble may develop. Fully 15,000persons 
arc expected to be present.

Dm Moines, la., October 8.—The closing 
session of the American Hoard of Foreign 
Missions was held this morning, liilef ad­ 
dresses on missions were made. The fol­ 
lowing resolutions were adopted: 
In view of the recent official reports from 
Pekin relating to the outrages to missiona­ 
ries in China, this Hoard instructs the Pres­ 
idential Committee to prepare and send to 
our national government, lu the name of 
this Hoard, a respectful protest against the 
wrongs which the Chinese in this country 
have received, and an earn.st appeal to 
have those wrongs righted. 
The farewell address was given by Presi 
dent Mark Hopkins, reviewing the work of 
the meeting. Of eleven members of the 
Presidential Committee, all were re-elected 
except the two named: Or. Theodore Ring, 
on sccount of removal, and Prof. E U- 
.Smyth, of Andover, who was dropped, pro 
suinably on account of his "new departure" 
views. Rev. C. E. Dickinson, of Lowell, 
Mass., and Kev. E. H. Atwoood, Salem, 
Mass., were elected to fill the vacancies. 
The Board then adjourned.

P itts b u rg , October 8.—Great excitement 
wsb caused in Allegheny City about noon 
to-day, by a 
most daring 
robbery 
and the subsequent chase and capture 
of two of the thieves. The victim was Gen­ 
eral J. W. Beazell, of Chicago, an instructor 
in the detcctlou of counterfeit money. The 
robbery occurred in the lobby of the Post­ 
office. General Beazell had a wallet con­ 
taining tnree hundred dollars, which he 
placed on the counter beside him while 
conversing with Postmaster tí wan. The 
thief, who had evidently beou watching his 
opportunity, quickly picked up the wallet 
aud was making off when Heazell seized 
him. A struggle ensued aud the thief drew 
his revolver aud fired at his captor, who re­ 
leased his hold, allowing him to esoape. A 
large crowd gave chase and the culprit, 
who had be^u joined by two accomplices, 
turned ou their pursuers and began firing 
their revolvers. The fire was returned, and 
for a short time there w h s r perfect fuslfade 
of shots. Kiually two of the thieves were 
cornored, and after a desperate struggle, 
were captured. The man with the wallet, 
however, got away and is still at large. No 
one was shot, but several narrowly escaped.

A DENIAL FROM POWDERLY 
Powderly was asked to-night if it was 
true, as reported, that the Assembly yester 
day appropriated $12,000 for tbe relief of 
those left idle by the strikers on the 
southwestern railways. He said, no, It was 
not. No appropriation had been made for 
them nor was any needed. A fund of $!00p- 
000 had been raised for their relief; it bad 
been distributed aud there was no suffering 
now. He said a report had also been circu­ 
lated that Di-trict 101 had been injured by 
strikers, but the district had five delegates 
In the Convention, showing a membership 
of five thousand, aud, as a matUr of fact, 
has two hundred more member* now than 
before the strike. 
R ic h m o n d, Va., October 8 —At the after* 
noon session Powderly's addresswas finally 
read, and the report of the committee ap­ 
pointed to investigate the case of Ihe Home 
Club, of New Yorlt, was made and adopted. 
With regard to the nature of that report 
Powderly declined to furnish any informa­ 
tion. Committees were appointed upon 
Ih w ap peal» and grievances, and upon the 
state of the Order, and a special commit ee 
upon the distribution of resolutions. Other 
business which came before the Convention 
was properly referred. A resolution was 
adopted providing for the appointment of a 
special committee to take luto com (dera­ 
tion those parts of Powderly's address 
which relate to the education and training 
of youth8fortho performance of their du­ 
ties as citizens.

T h e N ew Y o rk D rap e R eason 
S a n F ra n c isc o , October s.—1The Bulletin's 
New York special says: The grape szason 
is now at its best in this portion of the 
country. The supply is enormous and 
growers are selling at very low prices. The 
most abundant are Concord, Cata aba, Del­ 
aware and Malaga. A fruit dealer suld to­ 
day that along tbe Hudson Valley the sup 
ply Is greater than it ever has been. He 
said she vines are so loaded as to hardly 
pay for picking and sending to market. 
Growers are shipping to all parts cf the 
country by boat and by rail. Last year was 
a phenomenal seuson, but from estimates 
made in a few of the grape growing sec 
tions the cross tonnage this fall will exceed 
that of 1885 by at lea»t 5,000 tou».

A Blundering Under-Secretary—A

Dollar Fire iu London.

London, October 8.—The C'hrouicle's cor­ 
respondent at P*rla says he has just heard 
from Vienna the details of a thrilling An 
arcliist plot to destroy Vienna and nstossi- 
nato Kmpiror Francis Joseph. The con­ 
spirators, whose plans were frustrated by 
tlie authorities, bad Intended to carryout 
the plot ou October Rh. Various stores 
were to be set fire to throughout the city, 
and during Hie confusion public buildings 
were to be Mown up with dynamite. The 
police seized immense quantities of bomba 
»ud other explosives h i different parts of 
tho city, especially uear the Imperial resi­ 
dence of M-houbruuu aud beneath the 
bridge leading to tlie palace which the Em­ 
peror crosses dally. It was also intended to 
make an attempt upou the life of the Em 
fires» at the Biimo time. A large number of 
orc-igoers and Austrian» were arrested. 
The ringleaders escaped to Geriuuuy. In 
consequence of the »tringeut anti Socialist 
laws tne news of the discovery of the plot 
did not leak out for several day».

The Stockton Iudepeudent of la»t week 
ha» an interestiug article on grape-growing 
iu Ban Joaquin county, from whioh we 
take the following: There are in this county 
upward of 2000 acre* of grape vines, but the 
larger proportion of vines arc of young 
growth. In 1884 there were in thi* county 
1000 acre* of vines one year old. 270 acres of 
two-year-old», 75 acres of three-year- 
olds and f28 acres of vines four 
vcars old and upward. Last year there were 
400 <>r 500 acres added to the grape vine acre­ 
age. This year one Italian vineyardist has 
set out 5300 cuttluga of the Black Princs 
and California varieties. Iu 1884, when th« 
last Htatitiscs were takcu by the County As­ 
sessor. there were 38,500 gallons of wine 
made in this county, aud 552,320 pouuds of 
table grape» were sold from Ban loaquiu 
vineyard». The yearly increase hinca 1884 
has been large, but the figures for a careful 
estimate are not at baud. 
The grape crop iu San Joaquin county 
tills year is very large and of tho best qual­ 
ity. Buyer» from abroad have visited Hie 
vineyards in this county and have offered 
top prices for entire crops. A Sacramento 
dealer recently went over the county buy­ 
ing Black Prince. Emperor and Flam 
iug Tokay grapes for shipment east, 
at prices ruugiug from «40 to $60 per 
tou. Tho Black Prince grapes grown iu 
(Ids county are plump and luaof 
, and 
the color is perfect. This variety grown in 
thi» county Is the favorite iu the market», 
ami brings from 10 to lftosnta more per box 
than grapes of the same kind srrown in any 
other county in the State. The Flaming 
Tokay grown hero a'so comniuuds top 
prices, and are the best in the market. 
The Mission or California Grape this year 
briugs from *10 to $12 per ton. and tbe aver­ 
age yield is from five to six tons per acre. 
The Z inf andel |varlety bears well here, 
averaging from eight to twelve tons per 
acre, and the price paid for such grape* $20 
per ton. The market prico for other varie­ 
ties which *re lighter bearer», average 
about $40 per tou. 
John Gambetta, of thiscity, has purchased 
for the 8an Fraucisco market this year the 
crop of flftyslx acres of common grapes, 
paylug for the same 85100. He buys gra ea 
lnlot8 aud picks and hauls them away. 
He recently offered Phillip FltzgerAld, 
who live* near Waterloo, $1500 for the 
crop of fifteen acre» of 
Xinfnndol 
and California grapes on the vines, but the 
owner refused to se'.l at that figure. Mr. 
Gambetta paid Mr». Girard, of Woodb- 
bridge, llO ofora crop of grape» from less 
than four acre» of lm d. It will be seen by 
these prices quoted that grape culture will 
pay handsomely-

And 1 think they are 
alKiut right. I hive found myaelf more 
than once preferring olive oil to butler 
here- Aud the bufer Is of the best. But 
auyoue who has a taste for pickled olives, 
either natural or acquired, will find himself 
becoming very partial to the oil of olivet- 
Yet never before did I flud this tacts for 
olive oil so supreme. Even iu Italy and 
Spain and Palestine, places where there is 
no butter fit to eat, I old not care for olive 
oil. Rut this here is so Muperior to that of 
all other lands that, a» I said before, I «u*- 
pect it may drive out the use of butter to 
some extent. The people here eat their 
p.ckled olives with great relish. T te plate 
oi litt’e purple olive» is ever present on tho 
table and is soon emptied. This purple or 
black olive is a uaw invasion of the old eas­ 
tern. And just why anybody ever pickled 
the olive green I do not know. Ger- 
tainly no one who ever ale a purple 
ripe olive would ever eat a green one. 
Maybe tbe olive was put up gieen in Spain 
aud Italy for better transportation. Be that 
Rs it mav, I desire to call attention to the 
little purple California olive, This oily, 
luscious aud soft little pickle is a new de­ 
light for the epicure. Aud no oue who ever 
tastes a ripe oiive properly prepared will 
ever touch one of the tough, old-fftshloasd
